RECORD-BREAKER

Unless all natural deductions err 
the tobacco crop or the l ulled HtntoR 
JuBt harvested Imr heen u record- 
breaker. Ollielul statistics Ot the Bu- 
reau of Crop Estimates, Washington. 
D. C, showing the condition pievnll- 
ing in the various tobacco-growing 
states on October 1, Indicate n general 
average of 78.4 per cent., which was 
an Increase over the condition of Sep- 
tember 1, 1918, of 5 per cent. The 
nearest approach to the estimated 
production for 1918, as shown in the 
appended table, was last year, when 
the final estimates indicated a yield 
of 1,196,461,000 pounds. Thus an In- 
crease of 68.911.000 pounds, or almost 
6 per cent., Is Indicated In the current 
year's crop. It is interesting to note 
that while the 1918 crop Is probably 
the largest ever harvested, the an- 
nual yield In this country has increas- 
ed steadily for the past six years, but, 
prior to 1914. has exceeded the hll- 
lion-pound mark hut twice, in 1909 
and 1910. 

Practically every producing cental 
showed favorable conditions at the 
close of the growing season. Wiscon- 
sin, which produces a type peculiar to 
itseir, had one of the best seasons In 
lta history, and recorded 100 per cent, 
on October 1. The New England states 
were also high in the list, with,, three 
averaging 98 per cent, and one 99 per 
cent. A vast Improvement In the hur- 
ley belt of Kentucky, Ohio. Indiana 
and West Virginia was made during 
the month of September, and the con- 
dition In each on October 1 made an 
advance of 7, 8, 9 and 5 per cent., re- 
spectively. 

While by the figures for the cur- 
rent year in the production of Ken- 
tucky, In comparison with the final es- 
timate of the 1917 crop, this falling off 
was more than offset by gains of 35,- 
694,000 pounds and 3^,872,000 pounds 
In North Carolina and West Virginia, 
respectively. Other large producers 
which are ahead of last year are Ohio, 
with an apparent Increase of 13. EM,- 
000 pounds; Wisconsin. 80,048,000 
pounds; South Carolina, 13,041,000 
pounds; Pennsylvania, 8,184.000 
pounds; Connecticut. 10.286.000 
pounds.

ALLIES STILL 
POUNDING THE 
. DESPERATE HUNS 

Gain* Hare Been Made All Akag a 
I,arjre Front— Americans In 
Thick of It 

London. October 24 — The attack 
wag resumed this morning; on the 
whole front between the Rnmbre-Olse 
Canal and the Scheldt, Field Marshal 
Halg announced. 

Continuing their progress on this 
front yesterday evening, British 
troops crossed the Kcalllon River leBS 
than two miles west of Le Kneshoy, 
capturing the vlllnge of Beaudlgnles. 
The villages of Neuvllle and Salesches 
aUo were occupied. 

A strong German counter-attack op- 
posite Vendignles was repulsed. 

Halsmes Forest, north of Valen- 
ciennes, was clenred of the enemy and 
three villages were captured in that 
region. There was local fighting west 
of Tournnl without material change. 

Enemy Ketreals In Mailt 

With the British Armies In France. 
October 24 — The new drive between 
the Scheldt and the Samhre is expect- 
ed to have wide results, the most Im- 
portant of which will be the complete 
turning of the Valenciennes line. 

On the front from Valenciennes 
northward to the frontier of Holland, 
German resistance Is stiffening. 

British patrols have managed to 
push across the . Scheldt at several 
places north of Tournal. 

Although the strongest opposition 
since the enemy withdrawal began 
was looked for south of Valenciennes, 
there are no signs so far of any grent 
defensive preparations beyond slen- 
der, new trench and wire systems. 

The Germans are relying largely 
upon the strong, natural positions 
behind the canal and the Ralsmei 
Forest and the flooded area between 
Dona! and Valenciennes. 

During the past four days the Ger- 
mans have withdrawn about three 
kilometers — two miles — every night, 
after holding on all day, the Brit- 
ish at daybreak occupying the aban- 
doned ground and resuming their 
pressure. 

An example of the forces preying' 
on the minds of the German troops 
is found In a letter which a captured 
private received from his brother in 
Hamburg, written October 12. 

The letter reiterates five times that 
peace is certain within a few days 
and urges the soldier to surrender 
or avoid death in some other way. 
He surrendered to the Americans near 
Bazuel. 

Belgium right Slows I'p 
London, October 24 — British troops 
with American co-operating, nre con- 
tinuing their advance on a front of 
nearly 20 miles, south of Valenciennes 
according to the latest reports receiv- 
ed here. 

A penetration of nearly rour mile* 
was made at some points yesterday. 
They carried their lines to within 
two miles of the western edge of the 
Mormnl Forest, which forms the 
principal western ■ defense of the 
great fortress city of Mauoeuge, and 
were within less than four mileB of 
the railway center of I» Quesnoy. 

The fighting In Belgium resulted In 
diminished allied progress, owing to 
the stiffening German resistance. Cap- 
ture of Faereghem, seven miles north- 
west of Audenarde, was the only Im- 
portant success gained. 

Yanks advance ThrougTJ Fire 

London. October 24— A Times cor- 
respondent with the American forces 
sayB In a despatch to his newspaper 
today that It would be difficult to 
exagerate the violence of the oppo- 
sition which the First American Army 
Is meeting between the Meuee ana the 
Argonne. " 

"Indeed, slow as the progress Is," 
he writes, "It Is quite remarkable 
when all the circumstances are taken 
into consideration. 

"Little, by little the American divi- 
sions are pushing forward, and both 
at Grandpre and east of Land res they 
can fairly bo said to have breached 
the Kriemhllde position. 

"On the left of the American front 
around Grandpre there la constant 
heavy artillery firing and vicious ma- 
chine gun resistance. 

"More to the right Komagne, Sous, 
.Moutruucon, OUMli (Merges U nd Mon- 
llllols are kept continually under 
heavy bombardment by the enemy, 
who Is using a good deal of gas along 
the roads behind the American lines. 

"On the east bank of the Meuse 
there !■ greater Infuiitry activity and 
enemy patrols are continually harass- 
ing and counter-attacking. It Is quite 
evident that Ludendorff and the Uer- 
man general staff have ordered this 
part of the line In be held al all coats 
and that relnfnr. uim.uu aio continu- 
ally i.«ing thrown in against Ilia

This summer Tennessee 
breeders sent, to Idaho for n car of 
hlg healthy Hampshire rams to help 
make the next yenr's lamb crop bet- 
ter than ever. Ewes by the double 
deck a/e being brought Into both 
States, und It is predicted thai the I 
lamb run from these two Stales will 
be heavier next spring than ever be- 
fore. 

Drouth over much of the range 
country of the West caused such a 
run that lamb markets broke nearly 
$2 recently, and it is reported that 
fewer ewes will be wintered In the 
West than for several years. This 
means that the farm docks must make 
up for Hie decrease, and Tennessee Is 
going In for a large share of the ad- 
vantage. 

With sheep more evenly distribut- 
ed over the country and more MimM 
coming early In the season, such runs 
as the one that recentily broke the 
market may be averted and a more' 
uniformly high price realized by the 
growers. It looks as If no State could 
get a lamb ready for market earlier 
in the spring than Louisiana, and that 
this Slate ought to be warming up the 
market with Shipments of fat Iambi 
before.

FUR AND INFLUENZA 



In order to explain «the widespread epidemic, people are trying 
to connect np {he influenza with various influences. Everybody has 
a pet cause — and cure, too, of course. The Hermans are most fre- 
quently mentioned in thj cause line; and, while wc would not elimi- 
nate them from our own list, our particular and pel influenza cause 
for this locality is— fur — fur and high coat collars. 

Any day in walking down Second street you may notice that 
the majority of the women are wearing fur scarf's (just as they do in 
midsummer) ; and that largo numbers, too, wear long coats, whose 
collars wrap the throat and neck 'way up to the chin. And these 
beautiful, golden, mellow Indian summer days are the kindest in the 
whole year. "We have no need to fear the air; and we have every 
need to court the sunshine. Throats that are wrapped up now will 
be in no condition to resist sudden drafts, or the evening chill, to 
say nothing of the winter cold. Women should no more think of 
bundling up now than the men would of wearing muflVrs. The wo- 
men have a distinct advantage, if they will only take it. For styles 
permit them, if they wish, to leave the throat completely exposed 
to the sun and air: and they should so elect and thus toughen them- 
selves for winter and avoid sore throats. 

PRO GERMAN EDUCATION 



The United States commissioner of education, Mr. Claxton, is 
reported to favor German in the schools. To what extent it dosn't 
appear. Hut thai makes no difference. The man who wants German 
in our schools, evu'ii a little hit. has no business in public position. He 
doesn't know what education is. and certainly he doesn't know what 
true Americanism is. There is a certain class of educators who so 
worship knowledge that they think any kind of it is desirable, and 
yet it often stands :n the way of a real education, by perverting the 
imagination and the vision to the merest commonplace in life, where 
materialism, vanity and appetite control the destiny of the pupil. 
To prevent that is the purpose of public education, but that purpose, 
nnder the weight ">f a professional incubus, like we have at Wash- 
i "ton and el sewhere, is defeating itself. It is, in fact, more a policy 
of extravagance than of education. Mr. Claxton should go. A man 
who knows so little of cudcation as to think German is essential to 
it, has no business with our common schools. 

Governor Stanley is another man who says German shall be 
taught in the public schools. But the voters will attend to his ease at 
the November election. 



IN NINE MONTHS 



Charles Edward Russell, the great Socialist and student of 
human affairs, says we are on the last lap of the war. Nine months' 
more will sec the end of the whole thing; but there must la a re 
lentless pushing of the war through these nine months — no monkey- 
ing with armistices, peace proposals o rdiplomatic confabs. The 
allies have it in their hands to whip Germany well and good in nine 
months and they are going to do it.

EMERGENCY BUREAU TO AS- 
SIST CIVILIAN COMMUNITIES 

m ■ mmm 

In Fighting Inflaensa Have lleen I -■ 
tabllihed-Work All Heady Be- 
(nth In Thin State. 

Emergency bureau to again* rlvlllan 
communities and state boards of 
health In combating the Influensa epi- 
demic are to be immediately estab- 
lished nt Columbus, Indianapolis and 
Louisville by the Lake Division Red 
(Tors Committee on Influenza. 

This wns deckled at Lake Division 
Headquarters. Cleveland, nt a confer- 
ence to which representatives of the 
state boards of henlth of Ohio, Indiana 
nnd Kentucky had boen sent In re- 
spnsc to an Invitation from Division 
Manager B. F. ltourne. 

The Lake Division, In the pnst two 
wockB, has assigned hundreds of 
nurses to military camps aR well as 
cities and towns stricken with tike epi- 
demic, but It was determined nt the 
conference that the Increased need for 
nurses and the necessity for prompt- 
ly assigning nurses to Influenza work 
could he more effectively carried out 
by setting up emergency bureaus In 
each state. 

These state emergency bureaus, ac- 
cording to a recommendation adopt- 
ed at the conference, will "search out 
every agency through which nurses 
can be secured and who can be releas- 
ed from other duties." They are to 
use all measures at their command to 
convince nurses, now engaged In pri- 
vate work, to make a sacrifice. If ne- 
cessary, In order to nsslst in the tight 
against the disease. The hurenus will 
make every effort to secure widest 
possible publicity of the existing need 
for nurses for this work. 

The hope was expressed nt the con- 
ference that nurses could be made to 
see that mfrsing civilians 111 with in- 
fluenza is just as important a patriotic 
and Red Cross duty as nursing sol- 
diers and sailors. It was also point- 
ed out that many civilians are retain- 
ing so called "luxury nurses" which 
sould easily be spared to assist in the 
present emergency. 

Dr. McCormltk. representing the 
Kentucky Hoard of Health, stated that 
school teachers are being used as 
nurses in that state. 

No nurse will he nssigned to influ- 
enza work except upon the request of 
the public health officer of the state, 
who will receive applications tor 
nurses from the local health officer. 
The Red Cross state emergency bu- 
reaus will pay nurses, nssigned upon 
the request of the public health of- 
ficer, the authorized salary and ex- 
penses. Additional compensation, if 
any, in this emergency is to be paid 
by state boards of health or by local 
Red Cross chapters. 1 

The conference brought out clearly 
the fact that civilian communities and 
local Red Cross chapters should ex- 
haust their own resources before ap- 
pealing for outside help, due to the 
tremendous drain upon the nursing 
nnd medical forces. 

A. F. Bentlcy, assistant manager for 
the Lake Division In Indiana, was 
named to take charge of the emerg- 
ency bureau at Indianapolis and R. C. 
Hull, ml Thruston, assistant manager 
for the Lake Division for Kentucky, 
whs uppointcd to head the emergency 
bureau at lxniisville. Appointment of 
a man to head the emergency bureau 
at Columbus will probably be made 
tomorrow.

In 
R83, It was surrounded by huge walls. 
From 1420 to 1471 St. Quentin was oc- 
cupied by the Rurgundians. In 1557 it 
was taken bv the Spaniards. It was 
restored to the French in 1560. 

On October 8, 1870. during the 
Franco-Prussian war, St. Quentin re- 
solutely withstood Vave after wave 
of attacking Germans. In January of 
the following year St. Quentin was 
again the goal for which the great 
armies of Germany nnd France fought. 
This time the Germans, under Gen. 
von Goeben, after fighting of a most 
Bnnguinary nature which lasl«d for 
hours, finally succeeded in accom- 
plishing a decisive victory over the 
French army under Gen. Faldherbe. 
So complete was the German triumph 
that the general armistice ending the 
war was signed ten days later. 

St. Quentin fell into German hands 
In the present war In August, 1914.

TEYT OF PRES. 
WILSON'S REPLY 
TO GERMAN NOTE 



"Surrender and GWe l"p Your (Jims" 
1- What the United States 
Demands. 



Washington, October 23— The text 
of President Wilson reply to Germany 
follows: 

"From the Secretary of State to 
Charge d'Affnires nd .Interim In Charge 
of German Interests In the United 
States : 

"Department of State, October 23, 1«18 

"Sir: I have the honor to acknowl- 
the receipt of your note of the 2'.'d, 
transmitting a communication under 
date of the 20th, from the German 
Government, and to advise you that 
the President lias instructed me to 
reply thereto as follows: 

"Having received the solemn nnd 
explicit assuranco of the German Gov- 
ernment that it unreservedly accepts 
the terms of peace laid down In his 
address to the Congress of the United 
States on the 8th of January, 1918, 
and the principles of settlement en- 
unciated in liis subsequent addresses, 
particularly the address of the 27th of 
September, and that it desires to dis- 
cuss the details of their application,' 
and that this wish and purpose eman- 
ated not from those who have hither- 
to distated German policy and con- 
ducted the present war on Germany's 
behalf, but from Ministers who speak 
for the majority of the Reichstag and 
for an overwhelming majority of the 
German people, and having received 
also tho explicit promise of the pres- 
ent German Government that tho hu- 
mane rules of civilized warfare will 
be observed both In land and sea by 
the German armed forces, the Presi- 
dent of the I'nited StatcB feels that he 
cannot decline to take up with the 
Governments with which the Govern- 
ments of the United States is associat- 
ed the question of an armistice. 

"He deems it his duty to say again, 
however, that the only armistice he 
would feel Justified in submitting for 
consideration would be one which 
should leave the United States and 
the power associated with her In B 
position to enforce any arrangements 
that may be entered into, nnd to make 
a renewal of hostilities on tiie part of 
Germany impossible. 

"The President, therefore, has 
transmitted his correspondence with 
the present German authorities to the 
Governments with which the Govern- 
ment of the United States Is asso- 
ciated as a belligerent, with the sug- 
gestion that, if these Governments arc 
disposed to effect peace upon the 
terms and principles indicated, their 
military advisers and the military ad* 



vttart of the United states ihall be 
asked to submit to the Governments 
associated against Oertnany the ne- 
cessary terms of such an armistice as 

will fully protect the Interests of the 
peoples Involved and Insure to the as- 
sociated Governments tho unrestrict- 
ed power to safeguard and enforce the 
details of the peace to which tho Ger- 
man Government has agreed, pro- 
vided they deem such an armistice 
possible from n military point of view. 
Should such terms of armistice be 
suggested, their acceptance by Ger- 
many will afford the best concrete evi- 
dence of her unequivocal acceptance 
of the termB and principles of peace 
from which the whole action pro- 
ceeds. 

"The President would deem himself 
lacking in candor did he not point out 
In the frankest possible terms the 
reason why extraordinary safeguards 
must be demanded. Significant and 
Important ns the constitutional 
changes seem to be which are spoken 
of by the German Forolgn Secretary 
in his note of the 20th of October. It 
docs not appear that tho principle of n 
Government, responsible to the Ger- 
man people, has yet been fully work- 
ed out. or thnt any guarantees either 
exist or are In contemplation that the 
alterations of principle and of prac- 
tice now partially agreed upon will 
ho permanent. 

"Moreover, It does not appear that 
the heart of the present difficulty has 
been reached. It rqay be that future 
wars have been brought under the 
control of the German people, but the 
present war has not been; nnd It Is 
with the present war that we are deal- 
ing. 

• It is evident that the German poo- 
ple have no means of commanding 
the acquiescence of the military au- 
thorities of the empire In the popular 
will; that the power of the King of 
Prussia to control the policy of the 
empire is unimpaired; that the de- 
termining initiative still remains with 
those who have hitherto been the' 
masters of Germany. 

"Feeling that the whole peace of 
the world depends now on plain 
speaking and straightforward action, 
the President deems it his duty to say, 
without any attempt to soften what 
may seem harsh words, that the na- 
tions of the world do not and cannot 
trust the word of those who have hith- 
erto been the masters of German pol- 
icy, and to point out once more that in 
<• including peace and attempting to 
undo the inflite injuries and Injustices 
of this war the Government of the 
I'nited States cannot deal with any 
but veritable representatives of the 
German people who have been as- 
sured of a genuine constitutional 
Standing as the real rulers of Ger- 
i ;nny. 

"If it must deal With the military 
m asters and the monarchial autocrats 
at Germany now, or If it is likely to 
have to deal with them later in re- 
gard to the international obligations 
Of the German Smpire, it must de- 
mand, not peace negotiations, but sur- 
render. Nothing can be gained by 
leaving this essential thing unsaid. 

"Accept, sir, the renewed assur- 
ances of my high consideration.

URGENT CALLS 
FOR PHYSICIANS 
AND NURSES 

Mate Hoard of Health Hesleged With 
Calls From Rural Nectlons 
of fhe State. 



From all sections of Kentucky the 
State Bonrd of Health is being 
besieged with calls for physicians and 
nurses to cope with the Influenza epi- 
demic, which, according to Dr. P. E. 
Hluckerby, of tho board, reached a 
most serlouB stage in the rural com- 
munities Just at the time When it be- 
gan to show a decided decline In the 
larger centers. 

The sections of the State suffering 
most, according to Dr. BlarKerby. arc 
the Big Sandy Valley, the Harlan 
conl district and the coal district of 
Western Kentucky, especially In Ohio 
and Muhlenberg counties. 

The situation In the Bluegrnss sec- 
tion Is reported as Improved, while in 
the extreme western part of the State 
the epidemic Is raging in the ruraf 
communities. 

The following telegram was re- 
ceived today by the Board of Health 
from Dr. C. B. Wilson of Bowling 
Green, who Is doing rollef work In 
Barren county, and Is typical of many. 

"In teritory eight miles long there 
are 350 rases of Influenza, 250 C\ 
which are convalescents, nnd seventy 
cases of pneumonia, forty convales- 
cents Fourteen new cases just re- 
ported and fourteen deatlis today." 

Doctors have been dispatched to 
ltockport, Ohio county, Hazard and 
Harlan, but the Board or Health has 
been unable to supply the demand for 
nurses, calls for whom are being re- 
ceived from all parts of Kentucky. 

A telegram received today from 
Snlyersville, Magoffin countv, states 



that a population of 1,600 Is being at- 
tended by only one physician, who 
himself showa symptoms of Influents 

and who lives six miles from Salyers- 

vllle. 

A message from Burkesvllle states 

that the only physician left In Cum- 
berland county Is enable to respond 
to more than one out of each ten 
calls he receives. 

Co-operating with the State Board 
of Health, the United States Public 
Health Service has asked that six 
physicians, designated by the State 
body, be sent Into the needy districts 
of Kentucky to organize home forces 
tor a systematic campaign to contn/i 
tho epidemic. 

The physicians designated and who 
have already begun their work are: 
Dr. Wnlter Byrne, Russellvllle; Dr. If 
A. Shirley, Winchester; Dr. J. C. 
Locke, Maysville; Dr. D. M. Griffith. 
Owensboro; Dr. J. W. Kinkead, Ash- 
land, and Dr. E. A. Dick. Louisville. 

Dr. Blackerby declared that one 
thing thnt had enabled the epidemic 
to gain such headway was that so 
many physicians of Kentucky have 1 
been stricken with Influenza. He add- 
ed thnt there had been many deaths 
In the ranks of the profession, five of 
Which had boen reported In the last 
twenty-four hours. 

Another element contributing to 
the scarcity of physicians, he said, 
was thnt more than 700 Kentucky 
doctors are now In France or in enn- 
tonments throughout the United 
States. 

The local situation does not Im- 
prove In any satisfactory degree, 
there having been 73 «ew cases and 
f> deaths reported yesterday to Health 
Officer Locke, with not all the physi- 
cians reporting. Most of these new 
cases were In the county. A number 
of the cases In tills city are improv- 
ing slowly, and those at the emerg- 
ency hospital, are getting along 
nicely.
